This God has been 
fo rudely handled, they have left him nei- 
ther Hands, Feet, or Head; but his Locks 
hanging round his Shoulders, are yet to be 
feen, having Marks in each Curl, where 
our Travellers imagined Jewels were fet: 
His Girdle alfo feemed to have been rich- 
ly adorned, and on his left Shoulder he 
had a light Mantle. The Statue. was 
four Times bigger than the Life; for 
the Shoulders were fix Feet broad, and 
the reft of the Body proportionable.

508, (being the fame Year the Kings 
were expelled Rome) and Athens became 
a Democratical Republick again. 

CORINTH was eftablifhed one of 
the laft of the Grecian States, 4. M. 2628, 
Ant. Chr. 1376. It was at firft fubject to 
Argos, till Sifyphus, the Son of Eolus, made 
himfelf Mafter of it, whofe Defcendants 
for fome Time reigned Kings of Corinth , 
but they were difpoffeffed of that Throne 
by the Heraclida, about 110 Years after 
the Siege of roy. It was afterwards 
poffefied by the Defcendants of Barchis, 
ander, whom the Monarchy was: changed 
to an Ariftocracy. The:Government was 
under ‘the Dirc&tion of a Senate,. which 
annually elected ‘out of their own Body 
a chicf ‘Magiftratc, called Prytanis;~ but 
Cypfelus at laft, having infinuated him(elf 
into the Favour of the People, ufurped the 
Sovercignty of Corizth. This Prince was 
efteaned one of the Grecian Sages, from 
the Encouragement he gave to Learning 
and Jearricd Men. .«

THe Grecks did not only fend Colonies , 
to the Lefer Afia, and found feveral of 
the chief Cities there ; but they fent other 
Colonies to Italy and Sicily, and laid’ the 
Foundation of feveral Cities there, parti- 
cularly of Syracufe in Sicily, and of Ta- 
rentum in Italy, and gave the Name of 
Magna Grecia to the South of Italy, which 
contained the Kingdom of Naples, or mott 
Part of it. At other Times they called 
Naples Sicily on this Side the Pharos (or 
Strait of Mefina) and the Ifland of Sicily 
was called Sicily beyond the Pharos. And 
it is obfervable, that Don Caries, the pre- 
fent King, has revived the-antient Names, 
and ftiles himfelf King of the Tao Sj- 
cihes, i, e.

tion. A Rumour being {pread in the Ma- 
homcetan Army, that their Sultan was dead, 
the Garifon retired from Damietta without 
waiting to be befieged, and King Lewss 
immediately pofiefled himfelf of that im- 
portant Pott. - Here the French Hiftorians 
obferve, that while the King was taken up 
with Aas of Piety and Devotion, on the 
contrary, nothing was {een in hisArmy, but 
Revelling and Lewdnefs. They had fuc-

Caftle of St. Elmo by Storm; but ftill the 
City held out, and repulfed the Turks, till 
Don Garcias, Viceroy of Sscély, came to 
their Relief with a great Fleet and Army, 
and the Turks, on their Approach, raifed 
the Siege and abandoned the Ifland, after 
they had loft 24,000 Men in this At- 
tempt. The War ftill continued in Hun- 
gary, between the Imperialifts and the 
Turks, the latter ftill prevailing, and mak- 
ing themfelves Mafters of Sigeth. This 
was the laft Expedition that Solyman en- 
gaged in; for he died of the Flux at this 
Siege, on the 4th of September, 1566, in 
the feventy-feventh Year of his Age, and 
forty-feventh of his Reign. 

SELIMUS, the only furviving Son 
of Solyman, fucceeded him ; his firft Expe- 
dition was the Invafion of the Ifland o 
Cyprus, where laying Siege to Nicofa, he 
took it by Storm, Anno 1570. The next 
Year he befieged Famagufta,-which fur- 
rendered upon honourable Conditions ; 
however, the Garrifon was no fooner march-

It fecms very evident from the Hiftory Antient Sex- 
of the Wars of Chariemain, and other Em- rot Es 
perors, that all the North of Germany was 
for a confiderable Time denominated Sax- 
ony: And it is the Opinion of many, that 
the original Inhabitants were Colonies of 
Sevtbians , and, that the Term Saxon, is 
only a Corruption of the Word Scythian. 
Others incline to think, that they were 
denominated Saxons, from a fhort Dagoer 
they wore, called Seax ; but from what. 
ever the Name is derived, the People were 
certainly much dreaded by the Romans and 
their Allies: For upon the Coaft of Bri- 
tain and France, the Romans had always 
Armies in Readinef$ to oppofe their I 
fions, commanded. by Generals, ftiled

Galham; and the Character of a Saxon

Subjects, and fubverting the Conftitution ; 
and the Nobility and Gentry applying to 
the Aulick Council, the fupreme Court of 
the Empire, for a Redrefs of their Griev- 
ances, he was required to do his Subjects 
Juftice ; and upon his refufing to obey the 
Decrec, a Body of Troops o the Circle of 
Lower Saxony were commanded to march 
into the Dutchy of Mecklenburg, and Com- 
miufhoners were fent down thither, who 
declared, that the Duke had forfeited his 
Dominion; and put the Adminiftration of 
the Government into the Hands of his 
Brother. The Duke thereupon retired to 
Dantzick, and remained in Exile feveral 
Years ; but upon his Submiffion, was fuf- 
fered to return to his Dominions again. I 
chofe to give an Abftract of this Cafe, to 
fhew, that the Subjects of the German 
Princes, are in a better Condition than the 
Subjets of any other European Princes or 
States, except thofe of Great-Britain; be- 
caufe, when they happen to be opprefled 
by their Sovereigns, they may appeal to 
their Supreme Councils or the Diet, and 
be relieved, except fuch tyrannical Princes 
are become fo powerful, that the States of 
the Empire cannot compel Obedience to 
their Decrees: And, I believe, every one 
obferves, there is fuch a Prince in the 
Empire at this Day, who regards the Laws 
and Conftitution of the Empire no more 
than Cromwell did Magna Charta, and the 
reft of the Statutes of this Realm. 

TweE next Divifion of the Circle of 
Lower Saxony I fhall mention, is the

has obtained the Name of the Holy City, 
and the rich Endowments of their Cathe- 
dral and Collegiate Churches, have induced 
many Princes and Noblemen to become 
Prebends and Canons here, who live in 
Palaces furrounded with Gardens and 
Vineyards.

The Territories of this City are about 
eight Miles in Length, and two in Breadth, 
well planted with Vines, and ‘a great deal 
of good Rhenifh Wine made here. At 
this City a Treaty was concluded after the 
Battle of Dettingen, between the King of 
Great-Britain, the Queen of Hungary, 
and the King: of Sardinia, whereby Final 
was allotted to the King of Sardinia, 
which the Genvefe, who had a little before 
purchafed that Town of the Imperialifts, 
fo much refented, that it determined them 
to enter into an Alliance with the French 
and Spaniards.

IX. 


Contains a Defcription of the Circle of Franconia. 


HE Northern Nations, it appears, 

have received different Appellations, 
in different Periods: They have been de- 
nominated Gorhs, Vandals, Suevi, Saxons, 
Germans, Burgundians,, Franks, Lombards, 
&c. in their Invafions of .France and Italy. 
Moft of them feem to have been united in 
plundering thefe fruitful and wealthy King- 
doms, though they were called by no other 
Name than that of the Country their Ge- 
neral happened to be of. Some popular, en- 
terprizing Man, probably, declared his Inten- 
tion of plundering, or fubduing the Southern 
Kingdoms, and invited all that had any Am- 
bition to make their Fortunes, and change 
their barren, frozen Seats foramilder Climate, 
and a more fruitful Soil, to join his Forces; 
which brought in Multitudes of Adven- 
tures ; and thefe were encreafed every'Day 
cn their March by others, in Hopes of 
fharing the rich Plunder they were made to 
expect. Their Armies fometimes amount- 
ed to more than 1,000,000 of People, 
who were all deemed to be of that Na- 
tion the firft Promoter of the Expedition 
was of. 

Tue Germans, it is faid, denominated 
their whole Country Frankenland, or the 
Country of Freemen, when they contend- 
ed with the Romans for their Liberties, and 
gave the fame Name to the Country of 
the antient Gauls, when they had pofiefled 
themfelves of it; and they communicated 
their Name gof Franks, probably, to the 
Eaftern People, as well as to thofe of the 
Weft: For, it is obferved, that the Se- 
racens, Turks, and other Nations, which 
lie next to Germany on the Eaft, give all
